GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA, 


The  Regional  Hospital  Board,  arrangements  for  the  treatment 
of  infectious  diseases  is  functioning  very  satisfactorily  and 
the  ambulance  system  has  also  worked  very  well. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  _jOP  THE  DISTRICT , 

WATER  .SUPHjIES  . 

The  new  water  main  extension  from  Port  Street  to  Hampton 
was  completed  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

Also  during  the  year  a new  3W  water  main  was  laid  on  to  the 
Fairfield  No.  3*  Housing  Site  to  cater  for  the  36  Council  Houses 
which  it  is  proposed  to  build  there,  and  a short  length  of  2” 
water  main  was  laid  to  serve  a portion  of  a private  housing  estate 
in  Greenhill . 

The  quality  of  the  Borough  water  is  quite  satisfactory  and 
the  supply  has  been  adequately  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

Six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Fernery  and  Pinnock 
springs  of  which  four  proved  unsatisfactory,  apparently  due  to 
slight  surface  contamination.  To  prevent  a further  recurrence 

of  this  contamination  it  is  proposed  to  carry  out  certain 
precautionary  fencing  works  at  these  springs.  Negotiations 

are  still  proceeding  in  connection  with  the  erection  of  protective 
rabbit  and  stock  proof  fencing  at  the  Middle  Hill  and  Brockhampton 
springs  and  it  is  hoped  to  complete  the  works  during  1950* 

Four  samples  of  water  were  also  taken  at  source  for  chemical 
analysis,  all  of  which  proved  satisfactory. 

Of  eleven  samples  of  water  taken  in  the  Borough  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis,  one  proved 
unsatisfactory  due  to  a sampling  error. 

The  new  chlorinating  equipment  at  the  Broadway  Reservoir  will 
be  brought  into  action  early  in  1950. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  any  plumbo- solvent  tendency. 

All  houses  in  the  Borough  are  supplied  by  piped  water  and  no 
stand-pipes  are  in  use  for  domestic  supply. 


SEJOTuAGE _ AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  , 

The  work  on  the  proposed  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  still 
in  abeyance  owing  to  current  shortages.  In  the  meantime  the 

present  Sewage  ‘Works  must  perforce  be  used,  although  a satisfactory 
effluent  cannot  be  produced  in  view  of  their  inability  to  deal  with 
the  volume  of  sewage  at  present  reaching  the  Works. 


HOUSING. 

The  site  preparation  work  and  the  erection  of  the  first  50 
permanent  prefabri cated  houses  on  the  Peewit  Road  Site  has  been 
completed  this  year. 

Work  has  commenced  on  another  2A  permanent  prefabricated 
houses  and  20  traditional  'type  houses  on  this  site  and  all  of  these 
should  be  completed  in  1950. 


In  addition,  the  roads,  sewers  and  water  mains  have  been 
laid  and  the  housing  Contractors  have  made  a start  on  the  36 
Council  Houses  on  the  Fairfield  Ho.  3 Cite. 

At  the  11m  Road  Housing  Site  the  Contractors  have  commenced 
building  operations  in  connection  with  the  10  houses  to  be  built 
there  and  these  should  be  completed  before  the  end  of  1950. 

During  the  year  10  private  houses  have  also  been  erected 
in  the  Borough. 

Since  the  war  148  houses  and  29  temporary  bungalows  have 
been  erected  in  the  Borough  for  the  Town  Council. 


INSPECTION  MD  SUPMVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Inspections  of  premises  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  and 
Public  Health  Acts  are  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 

A full-time  Meat  Insp'ector  has  now  been  appointed  in  place 
of  the  part-time  arrangements  which  operated  previously. 

As  the  meat  passing  through  the  Evesham  slaughterhouse  per 
year  is  eventually  distributed  to  approximately  80,000  people 
it  will  be  realised  how  necessary  full-time  supervision  is  required.

WHOOPING  GOUGH  _1  MEASLES. 

There  was  a slight  increase  over  lasb  year  in  the  number  of 
Whooping  Cough  cases  notified  - these  being  mainly  confined  to  the 
latter  half  of  1949. 

Only  6 cases  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  126  cases  last  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  either  disease. 


SCARLET _ FEVER. 

There  was  an  increase  of  10  in  the  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  notified  but  the  disease  was  not  of  a severe  type. 

Seventeen  of  the  cases  received  hospital  treatment  but 
there  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

The  majority  affected  were  school-children  of  the  5-15 
years  age  group.
